Certitf· transcribing the same, with an affidavit attached or annexed 
to the end of said transcript that he verily believes the same 
to be a fnIl and true copy, the same or any part of said 
transcri:rt shall have the same binding effect as the original, 
and sai transcript or a certificd copy, shall beprimaJ'acU 
evidence of the matters and things therein contained. 
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
